Yesterday was a field day in old 
Newton, and its incidents will not soon be for- 
goitten. The Brick swre fair is one of the prin- 
cipal annual events in the county, end ie always 
wella tended. An unusually exce!lent aseem- 
blage was present yesterday, and wa warranika 
by the splendid exhibition of c»unty products 
and the entertainments offered 

On Mc tiday Hon. Farish C. Furman, of Mils 
ledgevilie, errived here and bep a '0 canvass 
oar peopie upon tbe capital ques iou. He found 
it an up-hill business to prosecute his labors in 
the hand«shaking and whispering style of the 
ordinary candidate lor constable and so arranged 
to speak upon the question, choosing yesterday 
at the fairas the best time for his «ffurt. He 
wes accomodated aud every arrangement made 
to render him comiortable., He received encour” 
agement e: ough to meke him feel easy. 
4t noon the large audience at the fair gathered 
at the stand io hear the speaking, as announced : 
FURMAN FOR MILLEDGEVILLE. 


‘Senator Furman was introduced aud proceed- 
ed to urge the claims of Milledgeville to the 
permanent location of the capital He spoke 
with force and energy, and was lisiened to wiih 
great attention I can only give you a brief 
outiine of his rems rks 

He first denounced the removal of the capital 
from Milledgeville to Atlanta as a great wrolg 
and fraud upon the people of that wwn. He 
dcclared it now the only remainirgeciof radi- 
cal usurpation left undone in Georgia, and said 
that every inetinet of etate pride aud reverece 
for the days of old demanded its return. At 
lanta had eecurced it by bribing the conv.ntion 
of ecalawags aud negroes witha seductive offer 
to furnish a capitol and accommodations iree 
forten years. She wou the prze and in 1869 
she bribed the legislature to release her 
from- her contract upon the pf)» 
meut of e certain sum of money. She had thus 
ercaped her solemu contract and tricked tne 
people into the vurchase of a capitol and gov- 
erpor’s mansion at great expeore to the tax 
puyers, because the entire traboaciion was a 
hige swindle 

He deciared that the people of Milledgeville 
had the plighted word of Louor of the stale that 
she shouid be the permanent capital, aud on the 
ieith of the pledge the state’s land was boughi 
at bigh prices, the town built up a: d the money 
thus secured went to build the capitol. It was 
bad [nith to refuse to returo to her what was 
thus ¢iven ber in perpetuity and wrested {from 
her by bayouets and fraad. 

Atiauta is not eutitied to the capitol; it is out 
of place in « large cily, where extravagauce and 
curruption abound. The legislation of tae state 
cannot be kept pure in large cities where great 
interests are at stake and great i: flue.ces or se- 
cuciive cousiderations brought to bear 
Upon the general assemb:y. Atlanta 
was hot (he center of the state, but Mil edgeville, 
by ectaal survey, is near the geographical ceL- 
ter, is accessible to the people over tWo lines of 
railroad. Atlanta is too accessible, for memb«rs 
living near the city go home ov Saturdays and 
return on Mondays, and in this way several days 
time is lost in each session for lack of a quorum. 
The state has a capitol at Milledgeviiie which 
for $10,000 can be put in order snd be ampie tor 
all purposes. The buildings in Atlanta 
are Valuable and can be solid and the 
money used to relieve the suffering taxpayers. 
Ec »nomy therefore demands the return to Mil- 
ledgeviile. Atlanta prop%ses to the people the 
same bribe that she offercd to the convention, 
The convention rejected it almost without dis- 
seut. The people of Georgia wi! also reject it. 
Why? Because itisa sham. Atlanta cannot 
carry out her proporition wo build the capitol 

He quoted from the city charter to show thatshe 
bad not the power, and deciared that upon the 
petition of a single tax-payer she could be en- 
joined and stopped. B-sides, what guarantee 
had the peop’e that she w u.d not get out of it 
asehe did out of her ot'-er proposition ? 

Mr Furman then referred to the sentiment 
invulved in this contest, and dwelt at length 
upon the usurpations of radicalism ; how the 
capital had been removed from ‘‘\he halls our 
jathers built ;’’ how we shouid venerate the ola 


tund-marks of the past glorivus history 
of the _atate. For the remaining 
haif of his speech he made 


these eppeals to his auditors and begged them 
to return the govetrmeunt in habitation, as well 
as io principies, to its old quarters avd to the 
vid foims as Contained in the new conati.ution. 
Mr. Furman’s statements concerning the re- 
moval of the capital and the proporition of At- 
lanta were startiing ones to many of the solid 
oid farmers of the county. They could hardly 
beileve their ears, and yet the story of Atlanta's 
doublé-dealing had bean strongly painted. The 
speech, which was about one hour ip duration, 
was a zealous one, aud made considerable im- 
pression for the time being. 

Av hc ur was given for dinner, and the speech 
wus very generally discussed, At about 2 p. m. 
the people were called to re-assemble at the 
stand, 

COLONEL WOMMACK, 


an excellent young attorney of Covington, had 
taken notes of the speech of Mr. Furman, with 
a vieW wo replying thereto. In the meantime, 
Sam W. Smail, of your city, who 1s nota stran« 
ker tothe people of old Newton, had unexpect- 
edly arrived to report the proceedings at 
the fair. Colouel Wommack, therefore, 
confined himself te a few minutes review of the 
speech of senator Furman, in orderto refresh 
the miucs of of the peopie as to its varied con- 
tents. 


MR. SMALL'S 8PEECH, 


Col. Womma.k then introduced Mr. Small to 
the audience For three quart rs of an hour Mr. 
Smali spoke in an eloquent and ‘ogical reply to 
every pout made by Senator Furman and the 
peopie not only listened eagerly to tue brilliant 
rnetoric and spicy humor of the speaker, but were 
Carried as One man to his coavincing conc! usions. 
I can only eive you an impertect synopsis of the 
speech of your young champion. 

In opening hesaid that Col Wommack had 
made a mistake in calling him *the orator of 
the day.”’ He was no orator, ‘‘as Brutus is, who 
comes from ‘the balis of our fathers,’’ so-called: 
He had never had a listening senate at bis heeis, 
pever overwhelmed a constitutional convention 
with bis eloquence, and never plauned a “senti- 
mentai journey’’ forthe purpose of cap uring 
the people at the point of his tongue.

Howcan the geu 
tleman from ‘ the hails’’ reconcile his assertion 
with the suk mn reportof th able and distin- 
guished representatives of the p ople whose 
names attest this vindication of Atlauta’s honor 
an i her fidelity to the terms of her cbligation? 


Milledgeviile, With its proven def. cis and in- 
eufficiencies, with the present capitel in At 
lant:; and then, by further contrasts, with the

You ere told by my frend, upou his judgment 
as a lawyer, that even if the proposition is made 
in good faith that Atlanta has not the power to 
enforce it—that a single tax-payer cau enjoin 
the city from fulfilling her pledge. I tell you that 
the proposition is not only made in 
good faith, but \hat it can be enforced, if not by 
the free wil! of! her cit:zens, certainly in the 
courts of the conutry But these suggestions of 
bed faitu aud of inability are absurd, reckless 
and unwerrauted by a single vestige of fact 
The truth is that the propos! tion was pot made 
until it bad been calmly considered ; it was 
made in the most absolute good faith and will be 
er rried out wo the letter. Senator Furman talks of 
our city Charter, What does tbe charter amount 
to in the face of the provisions of this new con- 
atitution. ¢eclared to be the supreme law of the 
strte when you shall bave adopted It in Decem- 
ber, at the seli-same time that you vote the 
capital to Atianta! My friend gets both his 
fixures and nis baw from che wrong place Upon 
this point—really the ove upon whieh Sei ator 
Furman had grounded his telling argument 
againet Atlauta, Mr, Smail advanced suco a. 
array of facts and reasons of pertinence that 
every inan felt thorough’y satistied. 

Mr Small closed with an earnest invocation 
to the people to look a'one to the facts and de- 
cide this question as their sound judgments and 
the best inter. st of the state seem to demand, 
Atlapta did pot fear the p:ople. Upon the 
solid merits o/ hér position s e trusted her inter- 
ests in the hands of her free and sovereign fel- 
low-citizens. She pledged her faith, her honor, 
to the diecharge‘of her obligations to the people, 
and her history has yet to -e stained with a sin- 
glef ct to her st'ame or dishonor. 

THE REPLICATIONS. 
Senator Furman was given fifteen miuutes 
for reply. 

He tried to explain the figures produced by 
Mr. Small, and to combat his conciusions by 
urging that the oli capitol had been enlarged 
in 1866, and was ample. He cited the vote of 
1853, and claimed that by it the people had re- 
newed their pletige to keep the capital at Mil- 


ledgeville. He still maintained that 
the capitol at Milledgeville was 
good enough if repaired. He _reit- 


ated his charg* of corruption as inseperable 
from lurge cities and the necessity of removing 
legislation from its influences. He charged that 
Atlanta, with her mortgage ou the capitol 
building aud her proposition to build a new 
O.1e, came before the people with a threat in 
one hend and a bribe intheother, He ex- 
heusted bis time in this strain without touching 
a single argument meade oy bis antagonist an" 
quit the stand without having sustained the 
propositions so broadly stated in his first speech. 
AN ELCQUENT DEFENSE, 


Mr. Small hardly deemed it necessary to re- 
ply to the lame and impotent assertions of the 
learned judge from ‘'the hal!s.’” Ia his hand he 
held the carefully prepared opinions of Ham- 
mond, Ingram end other dietinguished men 
whom he knew to be em:nent in the law, to the 
eff ct that Atlanta could cemply with her prop. 
osition. But itneeds no other opinion than 
thatof eacn man’s cOMmon s2us8e to Convince 
him of that fact. 

As tu the vote of 1853 ne did not bleme the 
people from voling to remain at Milledge- 
ville, when to heave removed would have cost 
them a half million or a million dollars for 
property and buildings at auother place. Now, 
there is nosuch expense to be incurred. At 
lanta has made that impossible if she 1s chosen, 
Milledgeville dyclares that it will be absolutely 
necessary to go down into the people's pockets 
if she is selected. Thetruth is these Mulberry 
Sellers men of Milledgeville have always been, 
and always wilt be, “ior the old capital and an 
appropriation!’ Mr, Smail proved again 
that the old capitol is wholly 
inadequete to the needs of the state and canne’ 
be made adequate for lc 88 than $100,000. . 

Corruption, be said, was not eoutrolled by 
climatic influences. I: did not rage in specified 
lova.ities and l‘e in wait for the innocence aloug 
certain paraliels of jatitude. Dishonesty be- 
longed to the man and not to the place where he 
mighiserve. ‘He did not believe that legisla~- 
tures could be corrupted as was here charged, 
It was a siandey upon the voters of Georgia that 
they could not find honest, unpurchaseable men 
to represent thum. 

He hurled back the charge that Atlanta came 
to the people With a threatand a bribe. Wao 
ca stand before this p-ople eni prove a single 
act of oppressicn or dishouesty upon the part of 
thatcity ? He challenged apy man to become 
her accuser. No min with regard for his con- 
science or his honor dare make the inoict 
ment. She hay been trne to her fellow-ciiizens 
true to her poli.ical fortunes, true to the 
best interests of Georgia, in «very contest and 
in every day and hbourof goodor iil tortune 
From her platforms was first hurled Cetiance at 
janizaries of a tyrannical government; from 
among her dauntiess peopie sprang the first 
organized opposition to radical rascality and

cheaper, better iu ail things, to locate the capi- 
tal in Milledgeville rather than leave it in At- 
lanta’? It only requires the applica ion of prac- 
tical sense and lea iing business ruies to reach a 
rigbt solution of the ques'ion. 

How was the capital removed to Atlanta? I: 
was by the edict of a military sa rap, holding 
sway over the peopie ii troub vus times, when 
thetr rights were denied them and the fouoda- 
tions of society and loca) government were still 
involved in the wrecks of a terrible revolu ion. 
The bayonent was the ruling instrumeut in the 
hands of our oppressors Military necessiiy 
d ciated the moyem *ats of the rulers for the time 
aud caused the arbitrary removal of the 
seat of goveromentto AUanta. Did the peopl, 
of Atlanta have aught to do with that remov-i ? 
Does the gentleman from Milledgeviile insinuate 
or leave to inferences that the people of Atlanta 
were in league with the military to effect that 
removal’? Does he desire you tw understand 
that Atianta, then or now, approves of the acts 
of Pope and bis army?

WasHinerTon, October 11.—The solic- 
itor of the treasury has addressed a

Editor Appeal—In my note to you 
last week I promiseu to give your 
readers, briefly, my reasons for prefer- 
ring Atlanta to Milledgeville, as the 
permanent capital of the state. It 
would vrowd everything else from 
your columns, to statefully all the 
considerations leading to a conclusion. 
Heuce, I only present a brief summa- 


ry. 

The ple of Georgia are pronoun- 
ced in favor of reform and economy in 
our public affairs. They are poor, and 
becoming rer, and the strictest 
economy is demanded by the situation 
We can’t afford io move back to Mill 
edgeville, even ii the people, abstractly 
and apart from the resentment they 
feel against those who removed it 
thence desired to have thestate capital 
there. It will cost too much to re- 
trograde, to incur public inconveni- 
ence and set back the state in her 
progress, even if we aie houghtlesst 
enough, to passion and desire, to pun- 
ish the enemies who have fled from us, 


for the one gooli deed of taking it 


from Milledgevilie by attempting to 
undo history and carry the state back 

ward instead of forward. The consti- 
tution to be adopted provides for the 
assembling of the legislature in Novem- 
ber, 1878. We have no appropriation 
to remove the government to Milledge~ 
ville. No funds set apart for tbe pur- 
pose. The government, with all its 
valuables, and departments, and offices 
will be 136 miles from its seat. Tne cali 
of a session of the legislature to carry 
cut and provide for the change will be 
tho first extra expense. ge money 
appropriated for the foolish removal 
the next. To repair the mansion and 
state house for temporary use the next. 


members will find what many are un- 
wiiling to heed true: that there not by 
far sufficient accommodations for the 
legislature,officers and people. They wii 
have to carry tents,and crowd and bunk 
toyetil.er. It will call for hotels. ‘The 
men who build them enter:ain company 
only forty days in two years will be on 
the direct road to Erskine’s court, if not 
the asylum. They wili find the people 
uf Milledgeville as refined and cultured 
as any in the state, but wholly unable 
to run so large a machine as the state 
government of Georgia. 

tbat inability, together with the fact 
that in the construction of our greater 
railways, Milledgeville had fallen into 
the interior between them, and the 
center of white population had left it, 
caused within my knowledge an almost 
ceaseless complaint against it as a cap- 
ital and a clamor for the removal thence 
for many years before tue war. In this 
complaint and clamor the dailies of 
Macon, the Telegraph and the Journal 
ai.d Messenger, now consolidated, join- 
ed heartily, and taught the people to 
believe then that Milledgeville was 
wholly unsuited and Maccn well adapt- 
ed to the purpose. And much as! re- 
vere that journal, I am at this date un 
moved by the complaint that a radical 
convention did at one blow what had 
engaged the press and much time of 
the legislature for years—the tearing of 
the capital away from the “home of 
our fatbers.”’ It is an sct for which the 
people, though d ming the traitors at 
this late period, can well accept the 
treason. Atall events do not attempt 
to undo it. 

The legislature will find they have 
moved into a brick building nearly 
three quarters of a century vid, with 
legislature halis not large enough, and 
without accommodations for the court, 
the library, the committees, the depart: 
ments, bureaus. We shall hear of 
three plansot relief, for either of which 
our pockete will have to be visited by 
the taxgatherer: First, to add to the 
capitol; second, build a new capitol ; 
third, move away to some suitable place 
whose people are willing to do what 
Atlanta has done, and still offering to 
do—aid in defraving the expense. The 
adding “new cloth to an old garment” 
will te unwise, according to scripture, 
even if it were not expensive. And 
there is no item in the account tor ad- 
diny to the old or erecting a new build 
ing that will not cost as mach money 
outof the treasury at Milledgeville as 
Atlanta. With this difference at the 
former place, we shall have to foot the 
whole bill. 

Tie folly of either, at Milledgeville, 
wil: be so apparent that removal will 
be the general cry over the state, and 
a controversy between  places—al/! 
agreeing to what many now deny, the 
unfitness of Milledgeville, but very bit- 
ter and hostile in the contests for the 
prize against each other. All that sort 
of dancing may be interesting and re- 
freshing to the contending parties, but 
the people will have to pay for the 
music. Kither place is geographically 
ceutral enough, in which particular 
Milledgeville has considerably the ad- 
vantage. When made the capital in 
1807, 1t was also central enough as to 
populstion, and the means of access by 
the then modes of travel. But long be 
fore the war, the state had outgrown it. 
The centre of white population left it 
far in the rear, and the great raiiwaye 
missed it. It retrograded in population 
and commercial importance, until it 
was on'y looked upon to be eudeared, 
and not aimuired usacapital. Drawing 
equi-distant lines between that and 
Atlanta in the map, it will appeer that 
about an equal number of the 137 
Cc unties are each nearest to each 
place by the lines of travel. 
By the census of both races taken in 
1870, there is a majority of people in 


| the counties nearest to Atlanta. And 


a very large majority of the white pop- 
ulation. The per diem of the members 
ot the legislature, of course, will be the 
same. But the mileage will be in- 
creased by requiring the numerour 
members of the small counties around 
and beyond Atlanta to travel to Mil- 
ledgeville. And as the mileage money 
has to go out of the treasury, I prefer 
the excess shal! reach the pockets of 
the representatives and senators of 
south Georgia. They have the agricul 
tural colleges at Athens aud Dahlonega, 
so far from us that it costs as much or 
nore in travel to send boys to them 
than the price of tuition in our acade- 
mies athome. And now, as they pro 
pose to give the land and wuild the 
house at Atlanta, let that.city keep the 
capital permanentiy. Let us take the 
extra mileage, and clamor for justice 
until they give us an agricultural school, 
whenever we can agree among our- 
selve’, where we will have it l cate. 

But itis said Atianta wil! not do what 
is proposed. If such: a thing bad been 
said of Macon, when bidding for Mer- 
cer university, it would have beeu pro- 
nouuced a harsh judgment to many of 
the purest and best men of the state in 
advance. It would have been a slan- 
der on our representative city. The 
past course of Atlanta does not warrant 
such criticism on her good faith, nor 
does the high reputation of her lead- 
ing men at this time justify any such 
evil prediction. She gave her pledge 
to furnish a capital forten years,free of 
rent, and was performing the contract, 
when the state expressed a preference 
for a house of her own. And when it 
was ascertained what the mouey value 
of that promise was, the city liquidated 
it with her own bonds in part payment 
of the purchase. If the purc won 
aD unwise one, or at too high a price, 
that was the fault of the administration 
and the legislature, and not of the city 
of Atlanta. It was not the fault of the 
city, that the state bought a building 
encumbered by a mortgage. But it is 
to her credit, to have removed the in- 
cum berance, without any previous obli- 
gation to do so.

_ We recognize all the valid bonds 
issued by Governor Bullock, under the 
authority of the ra:dical legislature; we 
reccgnize the legality of that govern- 
ment, by our own legislature and state 
constitutional convention; we hold the 
property bought by the government at 
that time, and there can’t no fair~ 
minded man who is willing to repudiate 
any fair and legal contract,made by the 
state government under radical rule. 
Why then — the terms on which 
Atlanta paid for the public buildings of 
the state— upwards of $200,000? We 
are told, if we remove to Milledgeville 
we can sell that property. So we have 
the powerto do. But we can’t afford 
to lose s ght of our honor, as a people, 
in order. to effect gain in that way. 
Wiil the $200,000 be honest money in 
the state treasury, to putin brick and 
mortar down at Milledgeville, 
after _it shall have been 
obteined in that way? If we sell the 
property, and don’t refund the money, 
it will rust through our consciences as 
a:people. Nor no man among us 1s 
simple enough fo believe that Atlanta 
would have paid it out for the capital 
there only temporarily. Or that the 
state accepted it with the remotest ex- 
pectation on her part, or that of the 
city, that the capital was only there 
for ten years. 

What would the people of Macon 
think and say of the trustees of Mercer 
university, after paving out $125,000 to 
have it located there, if they were pre- 
paring to move the institution back to 
Penfield? And that, even if it were 
true that the removal were unjust to 
the latter place? That noble body of 
men have accepted the money. They 
could not ia good conscience say: “You 
bave already had our college in your 
midst, and it is oure, weshall do as we 
please with it.” The friends of the 
university all over the state, would 
complain that they are removing 
it to an inappropriate _ place. 
Macon, through her press, would 
Sav the sct is grossly unjust. 

But to ma, asa citiz3n of the state 
the reasons above stated are insignifi- 
cant, compared with the historic effect 
of having our capital at the city which 
has been, and is destined to still be, the 
centre of southern attraction to al] the 
balance of the anion. It has done 
more than can now be estimated in the 
reetoration not only of Georgia and the 
south materially, but in the reunion of 
the hostile sections, that not only hated, 
but were comparative strangers to each 
other. It has brought not only the 
democratic people of Georgia, but her 
government, in direct contact not only 
with the intelligence and _ public 
virtue of the east, the north and 
west, but with the military and civil 
powers of the federal government itself, 
until that governmentand heralieaa'ed 
people are fully acquainted with those 
they have se long slandered, oppressed 
and tortured, and until both sections 
are realizing that after all the bloed 
(hat has been shed, and property and 
tre sure destroyed, we are one peop!e, 
having a common aim and destiny; by 
which process is being laid the only 
toundation upon which any consider- 
able or permaneit prosperity can ever 
be reached. 

I: has been said adventurers and 
political thieves came to Atlanta to 
plunder the state. That is true. Thev 
would have gone to Milledgeville, Lick 
Skillet, Red Bone or Donegall for that 
purpose. And there is, perhaps, no 
place in the state whence public virtue 
and integrity would have driven them 
sooner and more terribly than from 
Atlanta. 

It is said chat corrupt members of the 
legislature were affected by selfish 
motives, at Atlanta, and bad meu met 
there for purposes hurttul to the state. 
The same would have been true at any 
other place. It was true of Milledge- 
ville while it was the seat of govern- 
ment, with greatly the advantages in 
tavor of the lobbyist, in the small 
town where all were crowded together, 
and far more easily canvassed. 

The corraption and mischief of the 
republican, or even democratic gov- 
ernment, of this state, if such there 
have been, have not been caused by 
the location of the capitol at one of 
her chief commercial centers. And 
if acomparisen were rigidly made, be 
tween the efforts of her peple, and 
those cof Macon, Auguste, Savannah 
and Columbus, to ferret cur, and ex- 
pose crime and bre.k down the power 
of crin iia's, Atlanta will find no just 
cause tu b ush for what her people of 
all professions, trades and callings have 
done. Aud as acit:z oI am proud of, 
instead of beir g affecied by, the clamor 
against her good faith and integrity. 

It has been said in newspapers, as if 
to frightem the impecunious and pov- 
erty-ridden people, that it will cost the 
state an immense sum of money to 
build a new capitol, if the people per- 
manently locate at Atlanta. I have 
seen the bill variously footed up from 
oue to six miliions of dollars, 

Such sensational articles presume 
much farther on popular ignorance 
than I had supposed admussible in these 
times. ‘The writers of those statements 
know that Atlanta will have no more 
power over the subject than 
Milledgeviile, and that neither have 
any at ail. That nota dollar can 
be drawn from the treasury to 
enlarge the capital at Atlanta or Mil- 
ledgeville, or erect a new one, ex- 
cept it be by the express authority of 
the general assembly, composed of 
members from every part of the state. 
The evil predicted cannot pucsibly 
happen until the representatives and 
senators shail determine to tax the 
people for the purpose—a thing not 
likely to happen in this generation, at 
ieast. The people should not allow 
themselves frightened intoa removal of 
the capital. But they should remem- 
ber that the convention has made them 
a constitution, under which they can 
easily guard their treasury and protect 
themselves against the spoliations of 
political plunders, no matter where the 
capital may be located.

Appiause and laughter.}] For |, too 
amaso'dier. lam inured to war. t 
have a military histury- I have been 
through a stirring campaign, and there 
ig not even a mention of it in any histo- 
ry of the United States or of the 
southern Ovonfederacy. [Laughter ] 
To such leng'hs c:n the envy and the 
malignity of the historian go. I will 
L.ubusom myself vere where | can not 
but find sympany. I will tell you 
about it, and appeal through you to 
justce. Inthe earliest summer days 
of the war, I stepped out of Hannibal, 
Mo., by night [laughter] with a friend, 
and joined a detachment of the rebel 
General Tom Harria’s army. (1 find 
myseif ina great minority here.) Up 
6 gorge behind an old barn in Ralis 
county, Col. Rail swore us in. He 
made us swear to uphold the flag and 
constitution of the United States, and 
to destroy any other military organiza~ 
tion that we caught—doi the same 
—— [Great laughter.| In other 
words, we were to repelinyasion. Well, 
you see, this mixed us. We cou!d not 
really tell which side we were on; but 
we went into campand leit t tothe g d 
of battles, which was the cusiom in 
that day. I was made second heuten- 
ant and chief mogul of a company of 
eleven men, who didn’t know any- 
thing about war—or anything. e 
had no captain. My friend, who was 
nineteen years old, six feet high, three 
feet w.de, and some distauce through, 
and just out of the infant school, was 
made orderly sar t. His name was 
. Tupper, he had a hard time. 
hen he was mounted and on the 
march he used to go to sleep, and his 
borse would reach round and bite his 
leg, and then he would cry and curse 


and want togo home. The other men 
pestered him a gcod deal, too. When 
they were dismounted they said they 
couldn’t march in double file with him 
because his feet took up so much room. 
One night, when we were around the 
camp fire, a feilow on the outside of | 
the circle, in the cold, said: “Ben. 
Tupper, put down that newspaper; it 
casts a shadow likea blanket.” Ben. 
gaid: “l ain’t got any news Tas 
Then the other fellow said: “Oh, I see; 
it’s your ear!” j|Laughter.) We ali 
slept in a corn-crib, on the corn, and the 
rats were verythiik. Ben. Tupper had 
been carefully reared, acd when he 
was reedy for bed, he would start to 
ray, and a rat would bite him on the 
eel, aud then he would situp and 
swear all night [laughter] and kee 
all awake.. He was towa bred, and di 
not seem to have any correct 
idea of military discipline. If 1 com<« 
manded him to shut up he would say, 
“Who was your nigger last year?” One 
evening | ordered him to ride out on 
picket duty, about three miles to the 
beginning of aprairie. Said he,‘ What, 
in the night! aod them blamed Union 
soldiers likely to be prowling around 
there any time.’’ So he would not go. 
Next morning I ordered him again. 
Said he, “In the rain?” He didn’t go 
in. Next day I| ordered him on 
p.cket duty once more. This time he 
lookeihurt. Said he, “What! on Sun- 
day? You must be a darned fool.” 
Picketing was impracticable, so I 
dropped it from my military system. 
We had a good enough time there at 
that barn, barring the rain and the rate 
and the mosqui'oes and things. We 
lived on both parties impartially, and 
both parties hated us impartiality. But 
one day we heard that the invader was 
approaching, so we had to pack up and 
move. Inside of twenty-four hours 
the invader was coming again; so we 
moved ag.in. And nextday he was 
after us once more. We didn’t like it 
much, but we moved (laughter) rather 
than to make trouble. This went on 
fora week or ten days, and we saw 
considerable scenery. Then Ben. Tu 
per lost patience He says, “War 
not what it iscracked upto be I’m 
going home if I can’t ever get a chance 
to sitdown a miaoute. Why do these 
people keep us a humping around so? 
B ame their skins, do they think this 
is anexcursion?” S»meof the other. 
towa boys began to grumble. They 
complained there was an influency of 
umbrellas, and then they complained 
thatthe Worcestershire sauce was out, 
There was mutiny and dissatisfaction 
ali around, and, of course, here came 
the enemy pestering us again, two 
hours—more than two hours—before 
breakfast, and nobody wanted to turn 
out at that hour, This was a little too 
much. The whole command feit insult- 
ec. I detached one of my aids, and send 
him to the brigadier, and esked him to 
assign us to a district where there 
wasn’t so much bother going on. The 
history of ourcompany was laid before 
him, but, instead of being touched b 
it, what did he do? He sent bac 
an indignant message. Hesaid: “You 
have had a dozen chances inside of 
two weeks to capture the enemy, and 
ha is still at large. (I knew that.) Stay 
where you are this time, or I will court- 
martial and hang the whole of you.” 
I submitted this brutal message to my 
battalion, and asked their advice. Said 
the orderly sergeant: “ If Tom Harris 
wants the enemy, let him come here 
and get him. I haven't got any use 
for my share. Who's Tom Harris, any 
way, that’s putting on so many frills? 
Why, I knew him when he wasn’t any- 
thing but a durned telegraph operator. 
Gentlemen, you can do as you choose. 
As for me, I’ve got enough of this sash- - 
aying round so as youcan’t get a chance 
to pray, because the time is all required’ 
for cussin’. So off goes my war paint. 
You hear me.” The whole regiment 
said: “‘ That’s the talk for us.” 
So then and there on the spot my bri- 
ae disbanded itself and tramped off 
ome, With me atthe tail end of it. 
We were the first men who went into | 
the service in Missouri, and we were 
the first who went out of it anywhere, 
[Great langhter.] This, gentlemen, is 
the history of the part which my divis-~ 
ion took in the great rebellion, and 
such is the military record of its com~« 
mancer-in-chief. Aud this is the first 
time that the deeds of those eleven 
warriors have been brought officially 
to the notice of humanity. Treasure 
these things in your hearts, and so 
ehall the detected and truculent bisto~ 
rians of this land be brought to shame 
and confusion. I ask you to fill your 
glasses and drink with me to the re- 
vered memory of the orderly sargeant 
and those other neglected and forgot- 
ten heroes, my foot-sore and travel- 
stained paladins, who were first in war, 
first in e, and were not idle during 
the interval that lav between.

The eighth annual report of the di- 
rectors of the East Tennessee railroad, 
just submitted, shows that the gross 
revenue of sputhern railroads has not 
materially increased. President Wii- 
son attributes the loss in passenger re- 
ceipts on his road to the continued 
economy which the people are eitber 
compeiled or elect to force upon them- 
selves. ‘There was a slight increase i 
the tonnage over last year, but compe~ 
tition bad reduc3d the rates on 
through freight more than enough to 
offset the gain in tonnage. 

The outiook for the current year is 
however more promising. There is an 
enlarged volume of traflic, rates on 
through business have been ad- 
vanced to what President Wilson 
calls “‘living prices,” and the road is in 
a first-class condition. Fast schedules 
are being run with safety and comfort 
to the traveling public. No dividends 
were declared during the year, but 
President Wilson thinks the company 
will be able to divide six percent thi§ 
year. 

‘Lhe report of the president speaks at 
length of the lease of the Memphis arid 
Charleston road. The lease is for 
twenty years, but may be terminated 
by either party on six months’ notice 
The road under tle terms of the lease 
is to be operated for account and risk 
ofthe Memphis company, and ai! the 
benefits that will accrue to the lessees 
must come iAdirectly. 

The east Tennessee road is wel!- 
managed, and is part of a trunk line. 
Its traffic during the past year was a 
good barometer of the condition of the
